The local authorities are unable i 
to cope with the distress and are j 
pressingly appealing to the central j 
governm ent for help.

J u p s Say T h e y Must Hav e 
“ Heim b u rse m e n t.” 


Portsm outh, N. IL, Au? ll.— Reim­ 
bursem ent for the expenses sustain­ 
ed iii tho prosecution of the war aud 
the cession of Hie Island of Sakhalin 
constitute th** main m atures of the 
peace conditions handed by Baron Ko- 
mura to Mr. Witte. 
The word "indem ­ 
nity ” was carefully avoided, ilia term 
employed being "reim bursem ent” for 
the cost of the war. 
No sum is fixed, 
the am ount being distinctly adjourned 
for mutual adjustm ent between the 
two countries after the Japanese ex­ 
penditure lias been ascertained. 
These are the two ail-important con­ 
ditions and those which the Russian 
plenipotentiaries 
find absolutely un­ 
acceptable. 
Inacceptable as they are, 
however, It can be stated that these 
two principal conditions did not come 
as a surprise to the Russian envoys. 
The friendly fashion in which Baron 
K om ura explained the conditions be­ 
fore handing them to Mr. Witte and 
tile avoidance of the use of the word 
"indem nity” in 
the presentation of 
Japan's bill for the cost of the war 
without fixing a sum, leaves the way 
open for negotiations and constitutes 
the main hope that a final agreem ent 
is possible. 
Certainly tile danger of 
a sudden rupture, no m atter what the 
ultim ate result may be, is precluded 
by these developments. 
The other 
term s are substantially what the world 
expected and with one or perhaps two 
exceptions could probably be e n te r­ 
tained 
as 
a 
basis of 
negotiations. 
They Include the following: 
The cession of the Russian leases to 
the 
Liaotung 
peninsula, 
com prising 
Port A rthur and Dalny; the evacua­ 
tion of the entire province of M an­ 
churia; the retrocession u* China of 
any privileges Russia may have in the 
province and the recognition by R us­ 
sia of the principle of the "open door” ; 
the cession to Japan of the Chinese 
Eastern 
railroad 
below Harbin, the 
main line through northern M anchuria 
to 
Vladivostok 
to 
remain 
Russian 
property; the recognition of the J a p ­ 
anese protectorate over Korea; 
the 
g ran t of fishing rights to Japan in the 
waers of the Siberian littoral n orth­ 
ward from Vladivostok to the Bering 
sea; the relinquishm ent to Japan of 
the Russian w arships interned in neu­ 
tral ports; finally a lim itation upon the 
naval strength of Russia in far E ast­ 
ern waters. 
As a whole the term s are regarded 
as exceedingly hard by the Russians. 
In addition to the two principal condi­ 
tions which cannot be accepted under 
Mr. W itte’s instructions, those relating 
to the limiting of Russia’s naval pow­ 
er in the far East and the granting of 
fishing rights upon the Russian littor­ 
al are considered particularly offen­ 
sive to the amour propre of their coun­ 
try and of such a humiliating ch arac­ 
te r as to be inadmissable. 
The Japanese on the contrary, as 
Baron Komura announced at the con­ 
ference. consider them moderate, con­ 
tending that they only represent a fair 
com pensation for the expenses of the 
w ar 
and 
the 
victories 
they 
have 
achieved on land and sea, their sole 
purpose being to attain the objects 
for which they have fought, the spoils 
claimed being only such as they are 
legitim ately entitled to as the result 
of their military and naval successes. 
T he Russian plenipotentiaries as soon 
as the Japanese term s were in their 
hands, called in the five expert dele­ 
gates attached 
to the mission and 
spent several hours in the considera­ 
tion of the term s 
Meantime the con 
ditions had been placed in cipher and 
cabled to the czar with M. W itte's 
personal recommendations. 
It is hoped that a reply will be re 
peivod from the em peror today, in 
which case Mr. W itte expects to have 
the Russian response ready by S atu r­ 
day, but it is hoi unlikely that, S hut 
day being the first anniversary of the 
birth of the czarevitch, the presenta­ 
tion of the reply will be deferred until 
Monday 
Meantime the plenipoten­ 
tiaries will not meet unless some un­ 
expected necessity for a conference 
should arise. 
The Japanese plenipotentiaries m an­ 
ifest not the slightest annoyance of 
the prospect of a few days of delay. 
They realize how serious the Issue is 
and are perfectly willing to give their 
Russian colleagues ample time for con­ 
sideration.

it bi apparently less m alignant than 
It was when it first appeared, and the 
doctor* believe th at if the first cases 
could have been taken hold of a t once 
and subject*® to proper treatm ent the 
total of deaths would have been con­ 
siderably sm aller than has been now 
recorded. 
Many of the cases which 
are now being reported, except among 
the Italians, are mild in character and 
readily respond to the treatm ent given 
them. However, though the conditions 
present a favorable aspect, the physi­ 
cians realize that two months or more 
remain during which the disease may 
have to be com batted, and they are 
unwilling to express opinions at this 
tim e as to the scope it m ay take later 
on. 
If there is no rapid enlargem ent 
of the death rate within the next two 
weeks they will be encouraged to be­ 
lieve that with all the conditions fa­ 
vorable, when the fever was discov­ 
ered, for a rapid spread and a most 
serious epidemic, New Orleans will 
escape w-tth a relatively insignificant 
loss of life. 
That will be due Id large 
part to the rem arkable work which 
has been done in a few weeks in the 
m atter of mosquito destruction and to 
the fact that practically the whole of 
the upper section 
of the city has 
avoided the infected area.

CORN STALKS. 
'! WALLACE SHOW 


Possess Value that Surprise Most Will be in Seymour, Tuesday, Sep- 
People. 


The pith of the corn stalk, for ages 
considered worthless, has been found 
to contain not only cellulose to be used 
for protecting iron clad vessels, and 
preventing them from sinking in case 
their shell is punctured below the water 
line, but also it can be made into 
smokeless powder, dynamite and other 
high explosives, a fine art paper,v a rn ­ 
ish, kodak films, a car box packing, 
waterproof cloth, linoleum, imitation 
silk, patont leather finish, face powder 
silate packing and a hundred other by­ 
products the despis id corn stalk was 
never dreamed to contain. 
The outer lining, that winch con­ 
tains the pith is made into a [sub­ 
stance which is used to adulterate 
flour, also a cattle food, poultry fat­ 
tener, and egg producer. 
Some of it 
is made into cand y,p art into coloring 
dyes, and other properties have been 
discovered which makes it one of the 
most useful substances the earth pro­ 
duces, 
The annual average corn area 
o ftb e F n ite d States is not far from 
80,000,000 acres 
Each aer*; yields on 
an average of 1000 pounds of corn 
stalks or a total of 100,000,000 tons, 
Each company pays $3 a ton for the 
stalks, and produce a material which 
is worth 17 cents a pound or $340 a ton. 


Will Sue Railroads. 


The railroad commission has sent 
circular letters to all the railroads in 
the State calling attention to their 
overcharge for excess baggage, and 
informing them that hereafter “ every 
violation will be reported by the prose­ 
cuting attorney of the county, and a 
prosecution commenced and carried 
onjby the commission against the ra il­ 
road making the overcharge.” 
The law provides th at the railroad 
companies can not charge, between two 
points in the state, “ more than 12 per 
cent, of the am ountof a first class fare 
between such points per IOO pounds for
